No Tourist Tax 

Reports that the Administration 
is once again considering a tax on 
American tourists traveling abroad 
are hard to reconcile with official 
statements expressing satisfaction 
over progress in reducing the deficit 
in the nation s balance of payments. 

Admittedly, spending by Ameri- 
cans abroad has been very heavy, 
amounting to a net outflow of about 
$1.8 billion last year. But attempt- 
ing to limit the tourist outflow 
through tax deterrents is the most 
distasteful and unfairest cure for 
what ails the dollar. It would hit 
hardest at Americans in the lower- 
income brackets — students, teach- 
ers, and run-of-the-mill tourists — 
who have most to gain from going 
abroad. It would be a heavy blow 
to Canada, Mexico and the less 
developed countries, which count 
on tourism as a major earner of 
foreign exchange. And it would 
invite retaliation, jeopardizing the 
Administration’s efforts to encour- 
age foreigners to visit the United 
States. 

Additional steps may have to 
be taken to keep the payments 
deficit from widening. If so, 
attempts to check the Government's 
own dollar outflows ought to pre- 
cede additional restrictions on 
private movements of capital by 
banks and corporations. Hints 
about taxing tourists merely suggest
